Social-Democracy is a conscious 
endeavor to substitute organized 
cooperation for existence in place 
of the present anarchial comjieti- 
Siqn for existence, or the svstem of 
sOtitT organization calculated to 
bring this about. This definition, 
though it gives, perhaps, adequate 
expression to the active and practi¬ 
cal side of Socialism. leaves out of 
iccount altogether its theoretical 
basis. From this point of view, 
socialism is an attempt to by the 
foundation of a real science of so¬ 
ciology. which shall enable man¬ 
kind, by thoroughly understanding 
rhdr past and present, to compre- 
licnd, and thus, within limits, to 
control tlie movement and develop¬ 
ment of their own society in. the 
near future. Consequently Social¬ 
ism in its wide sense is not, as is 
still commonly thought, a mere as¬ 
piration for a better state of society, 
still less only a scries of projiosals 
to mitigate "the evils arising from 
the present social arrangements.

He 
showed that the firm had placed the 
labels on the boxes in such a way 
that the most tell-tale jart of the 
label was covered with another la- 
liel and thus more likely to mas¬ 
querade as genuine..

Ever since the Lonstorf alley 
matter has t»cen up certain ci.v offi¬ 
cials ami business interest* liave 
been on needles and pins. The 
l-onslurts, who arc drenched in 
money by reason of owning mines, 
ami the chance to take the pro¬ 
ceeds of the labor of many miners, 
live on Grand avenue, and back of 
their property there is an alley 
which they wattled closed so tltat 
the space it covers would iv added 
to their holdings. They r ade no 
secret ol the fact that cx-Ald. Geo. 
lanistorf went into politics for the 
s|iecial reason that as an alderman 
lie could use the council to help in 
his alley fig!it. Money talks in 
politics and he had no difficulty in 
persuading tlie voters of the Six¬ 
teenth Ward that he would be j-.st 
ihe man to represent them. He 
succeeded in the council and also 
in |he courts, but there were mon¬ 
ied fighters on the other side who 
could use the courts also, and they 
did not drop out as poor men would 
have been forced to do. hut kept ap¬ 
pealing to higher and higher courts. 
And now, after all the lower courts 
had sided with the Lonstqrfs, the 
supreme court' has decided that the 
injunction against the closing of 
and must stand. 


It has already been figured tltat [ 
damage suits against the city to the’ 
amount A as nigh as two millions 
of dollars can be started under the 
decision! Those poor taxpayers! 

A queer fellow, indeed, is young 
Max Keliing. secretary of the 
County Republican comitice, and 
queer* indeed, is reform Republi¬ 
canism that would keep such a titan 
in a leading party position. When 
the LaFolletteites carried the coun¬ 
tv offices, Keliing was one of the 
first to demand spoils. After be¬ 
ing given a berth in the clerk of 
courts' office he carried on in a 
way calculated to break down all 
discipline in that dejartment of the 
public service. The rules that the 
other deputies and clerks had to 
obey were not for him. He neg¬ 
lected his duties to the point of 
scandal, being away front the office 
for days at a time, and on at least 
one occasion spending quite a per¬ 
iod outside the city on political 
business. He always had a number 
of political heelers lunging round 
itim and several times the operation 
of Judge Williams' court is said to 
hare been interferred with in order 
that he could carry on confabs with 
these worthies. Matters finally 
cantc to a show down when he set 
his cap for Ins chief's job at the 
coming election. Being about to be 
fired for this and also for incompe¬ 
tence and neglect ot- duty Ite wrote 
out a letter of resignation and gave 
it to Ihe press in which it was made 
to appear that the only way he 
could keep his job was to agree to 
support the present clerk of courts 
for renotninatiun. The clerk’s open 
letter in reply was a highly amus¬ 
ing retort.

The court holds that the rights of 
the public to the use of alleys on* 
not lte set aside at the whim of a 
common council but that the pro¬ 
vision in the general statutes calling 
for compensation to the public 
where such rights arc taken away 
is in full force and binding. This 
decision was just the thing that was 
frared and there is quaking in 
certain circles, for its effect will lie 
far-rcaching.
